Vice-President Marshall died at his 


hotel here today at 9:30 a. rn. 
Marshall, believed to be conval­ 
escing from nervous exhaustion and 
a cold which prostrated him on his 
arrival here last Tuesday died w ith ­ 
out w a rn in g from a sudden heart a t ­ 
tack. 
Marshall was vice-president from 
1913 to 1921 during both Wilson a d ­ 
ministration. 
He had spent a re st­ 
ful night, according to those with 
him and apparently was well on his 
way to recovery from 
th e 
illness 
which compelled him to remain in 
his hotel room from the time of his 
arrival here. 
As he was resting in 
bed this morning, however, his heart 
gave way and he died 
without 
a 
word. 
T hom as Riley Marshall 
was 
a 
Hoosier, born at North Manchester, 
Ind. on March 14, 18f»4. 
After g ra d ­ 
uatin g from Wabash College iti I''".! 
he started the practice of 
law 
at 
Columbia City, Indiana. 
His first 
political post of major importance 
was th a t of governor of Indiana to 
which he was elected in 1908 and 
which he held for four years. 
He 
was nominated vice-president at the 
Baltimore 
Democratic 
National 
convention Tn 1912 on 
the 
ticket 
with Woodrow Wilson and re-nomi­ 
nated and re-elected in 1916. 
Following his retirem ent to p ri­ 
vate life in 1921 he was appointed 
hy President Harding a member of 
the U nited state s Coal Commission. 
His home was in Indianapolis. 
As presiding officer of the senate, 
Marshall probably ranked as one of 
the most popular in history of that 
body. 
His impartiality was never 
questioned and hi* ready wit enliv­ 
ened w hat otherwise 
would 
have 
been d rea ry proceedings. 
He had a 
host of friends on both sides of the 
chamber and the esteem in which 
he was held was testified by presen­ 
tation to him of a huge loving cut* 
on behalf of both republican and 
democrats when he transferred the 
gavel to the then Vice-President Cal­ 
vin Coolidge in 1921. 
Marshall survived his chief. Wood­ 
row W ilton by Just

AN ELOQUENT AND 
A NOTED LAWYER 


Thomas Riley Marshall, vice pres- 
ident of the United Staten during the 
eight years of the Wilson adm inis­ 
tration, was born at 
North 
M an ­ 
chester. Ind., March 14, 1854. 
His father, Dr. Daniel M. Marshall, 
was an old-time Hoosier practitioner 
and was descended from the family 
of J o h n Marshall, Revolutionary p a ­ 
triot and Chief Justice of the United 
States Supreme Court. 
On bis m other’s side he was a d ir­ 
ect descendent of Charles Carroll, the 
last surviving signer of the Declara­ 
tion of Independence. 
Marshall 
attended 
the 
public 
school at North Manchester. 
This 
train in g was supplemented by an ex­ 
tensive reading of the 
classics 
at 
home under the supervision of his 
parents. 
After finishing his public school 
education, Marshall entered Wabash 
college at Crawfordsville, Ind. There 
he gained leadership in literary and 
debating activities. 
In 1873, at the 
age of 19, he was graduated from 
Wabash with the highest scholastic 
honors. 
Marshall decided to enter the legal 
profession. 
He went to F o rt Wayne, 
Ind., and read law in the office of 
Judge W alte r Olds. 
On his twenty- 
first b irth d a y he was adm itted to the 
bar. 
A year later he 
received 
his 
m aste r’s degree from Wabash. 
A Noted Lawyer 
Soon after, Marshall went to Col­ 
umbia City and opened a law office. 
There, for 30 years, he practiced law. 
His eloquence and personal magnet 


t Ism mad** him a 
good 
lawyer 
to 
plead a case before a Jury. 
Throngs 
from the su rro u n d in g country always 
jammed the court room at Columbia 
City when Tom Marshall was going 
to argue a big criminal case. 
On October 2, 1995. Marshall m a r ­ 
ried Miss Lois Kinsey, 
of 
Angora, 
Ind, 
His first political aspiration was 
nipped In the bud. 
The Democrats 
nominated him for prosecuting a t ­ 
torney In 1880 and he was swept to 
defeat in a Republican landslide. 
Another time he was offered the 
nom ination for Congress, hut declin­ 
ed, saying he was “ afraid he might 
he elect'd.'* 
Several years later he 
served 
as 
Democratic charim an of his district. 
It was not until 1908, however, that 
he became a figure in state politics. 
That year tin* Democratic state con­ 
vention found a num ber of g u b e rn a ­ 
torial aspirants in th e field and t u r n ­ 
ed to Marshall as a compromise c a n ­ 
didate. 
He made an aggressive campaign 
and went Into office on what was for 
Indiana a big majority. 
Ah governor he gave the state of 
Indiana 
a 
businesslike, 
progressive 
adm in istration in which the element 
of common sense often replaced the 
dicate.s of political expediency. 
His 
conduct of the s ta te ’s affairs gave 
the Democrats an assured victory In 
the state In the election of 1912, and 
made him one of the outstan d in g po­ 
litical figure^ in the middle west. 
In 1912 the Indiana delegation u> 
the national convention went down 
to Baltimore instru< ted to sta rt a 
'favorite son ' boom for Marshall for 
president. 


Nominee Yawned 
He refused to take th* boom ser­ 
iously and laughed af his frineds who 
urged him to get inn* the race. When, 
long after midnight one 
night, 
a 
newspaper reporter got him out of 
bed and told him he had been n o m ­ 
inated for 
th e 
\ ice 
Presidency, 
Marshall yawned and asked the re­ 
porter why he did not 
wait 
until 
m orning to call him. 
On election 
night, Marshall did not even stay up 
to get the returns, 
On March 4, 1913, he 
took 
the 
oath of office as Vice President of 
the United States. 
His ability to 
get along with people and a sense of 
humor th a t never failed him under 
any circumstances made of him an 
excellent presiding officer of the sen­ 
ate. 
Often, in the heat of debate when 
the situation was becoming strained, 
Marshall oiled the m achinery of leg-

American Legion officials, referring to the track meet at the 
University of Minnesota Saturday, asserted that "it never can 
happen again” on Memorial Day. 
The declaration was made in 
a general letter issued by the American Legion headquarter* 
Saturday. 
"The legion officers declare that inasmuch as Memorial Day 
is a ‘holy day,’ it is no occasion for festivity, which is more suited 
to July 4 or Armistice Day. 
"The university argued that no desecration of the day was 
intended, hut that the meet would demonstrate the fitness of ath­ 
letes competing to answer the call of their counry in time of crisis. 
Services were held at the University Memorial stadium in connec­ 
tion with the event. 
"This method of glossing over the event,’’ the veteran con­ 
tinued, "does not screen its nature. 
A field meet is an occasion 
when the athletes compete to win honors and the spectators go 
there to witness the contest, not as a mark of respect to the dead. 
Such a festive occasion is out of order on Memorial Day,” the 
statement concluded.
